What of the Sin Question? 


Have you realized .that sin is your greatest prob- 
lem? ‘Until we-do realize this, God cannot do for us 
what he longs to do.’ Then the next step may come 
as a surprise: Sin is not our problem at all; it is 
God’s problem. For only God could deal with sin. 
Man is helpless, impotent before it. .Have we dared 
to face the fulness and finality of the way in which 
God sas dealt with sin? A Christian business man 
recently told a friend that he had never been able to 
get away from a sentence spokén by Lewis Sperry 
Chafer in an address in Knox Church, Toronto; he 
said he “conceived Christ’s work on the cross to 
so comprehensive that God by this act removed the. 
sin question from the equation.” It is a stupendous, a 
staggering thought. - But it is God’s Word. It is as 
far beyond man’s thoughts as God-is beyond man. By 
the one infinite transaction on the’ cross God dealt for 
time and eternity with the sin question. He consum- 
mated the transaction, the third day after, by the res- 
urrection of Him who bore our sins, having been made 


sin for us. And after this, we, with our puny hands, 
attempt to deal with sin! Let us leave to God what 
only can do. 


We cannot work our way’ through 
sin to righteousness. “But to him that worketh net, 
but believeth on him that justifieth the ungodly, his 
faith is counted for righteousness” (Rom. 4:5). 


Death, and After 


death. Death! That inevitable, unescapable event 
which ushers most individuals into the unalterable state 
of an eternal condition. 

We know that “New Thought” and an optimistic 
Psychology, in emphasizing the importance of mere 
physical life, have so influenced modern conceptions as 
to make death a forbidden subject. It is bad form to 
make mention of it, so that when it is nec to 
refer to the great change which it represents it. is 
customary to use softer language, and designate it 
“passing out,” or “passing on.” But ignoring death 
or clothing it with gentle phrases does not alter the 
_reality —it is death! The Saviour said, “Lazarus ts 
dead.” It is the dissolutien of the body: the departure 
of the soul and spirit from the tabernacle of clay in 
which they have dwelt: the fearsome going forth of 
the individual into an unknown sphere, to abide in 
an unalterable state for a ch s eternity ! 

The event is unavoidable. Every one’s days are 
numbered, and their rapid flight will soon bring to 
each his last hour, ond which there will not be 
another breath of earthly life. The doomed prisoner 
in the death-house is no more sure of his passing 
“through its little door to execution than is un- 
regenerate ‘human being of going through the door 
called Death. Its hinges are ever ready to swing tor 
his exit, and there is no other passage. “This way 


out!” will, at-an early moment, be the startling order 
to the gay, the sad, the pleasure-loving, the industri- 
ous, the suffering, the intellectual, the ignorant, the 
poor, the rich, the moral; the vicious —each in his 
“This way out!” 


turn. How it will shock the great 
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majority who have not even allowed themselves to 
think about it, much less prepare for it— “Out!” 
Why, they have been living as though they would exist 
here forever; have been planning, building, pleasuring, 
dreaming without thought as to the end, and now the 
relentless end has come. 

Even to those who have had some fhought*concern- 
ing it, it will come as am abrupt surprise. “This wa 
out!” “This way?” some will say—‘“I didn’t thin 
it would be like this: this sudden accident, this pain- 
ful disease, this unlooked-for operation, this slight ail- 
ment! What a dark, forbidding way! Where does 
it lead? How can I find out more about it?” But 
no explanation is forthcoming, and no delay allowed. 
There is only the weakening of the heart-beats, the 
feebler respiration, the closing eyes, the gasp, and then 
—the dread reality of the hitherto unknown! 

One of the most compelling thoughts of the unre- 
generate person concerning death should be that the 
state to which it ushers is\unalterable. In this life 
one can vary the conditions of existence, can shift the 
gears of his mind by travel, relaxation, recreation, 
study, sleep, business, excitement, and diversion of va- 
rious kinds; but. there, none of these things will be 
possible... Money cannot buy one anything there, for 
there is no money — besides there is nothing to buy. 
And so the millionaire is, in an instant, on the same 
plane as the pauper. Superior psychology, philosophy, 
the mastery of circumstances and of men, an imperial 
will—none of these will avail anything. There will 
be no influence, no pull, no opportunity for circum- 
vention, cleverness, scheming. Besides, there will be 
no physical body through which to function — that has 
been left in the grave; hence no way of gratifying 
appetites, or of satisfying ambition. The soul will not 
be in control, but absolutely under control of forces 
over which it has no power. What will it be like? 
The scene of the rich man-in Hades is the Bible’s — 
the Saviour’s — answer. 

Then there is the eternal nature of the condition: 
it is forever — unending — everlasting! Each individ- 
ual ‘will have to live with himself forever. 
trial it is for some to live with Self now! 
to get away from irksome, tedious, remorseful, disap- 
pointing self; then it will be living with uncovered 
self unendingly, —never any change. 

Nor will there be a choice of companions. Here 
men choose congenial associates — people they like to 
be with; it is comparatively easy for one to select his 
own circle; but there will be no such choice there. 
The society will be promiscuous; lost souls all of 
them, with no social distinctions; | Uncongenial? 
Surely, to any who retain any sense of decency: “For 
without are dogs, and sorcerers, and whoremongers, 
and murderers, and idolaters, and. whosoever loveth 
and maketh a lie [i. e., deceivers and hypocrites].” 
It would be horrible for a respectable person to be 
thrown into such company now; who could endure it 
for even a brief period? Then it will be unavoidable, 
and forever ! 

Each must then also live with his past: “Son, re- 
member.” Memory will be active and will recall all 
of mistake, sin, uncleanness. No brushing these aside; 
no ignoring them. The pictures of past scenes of 
shame will face the soul on every side —there will be 
no screens in hell, nor nights of sleep in which to for- 
get for a while. Everything that will feed remorse, 
give pain, complete sorrow will do its work. There 
will be weeping, wailing, and gnashing of teeth; eter- 
nal sorrow, eternal woe, eternal despair. There the 

‘worm dieth not, and the fire is not quenched.” This 
metaphor of the Saviour is from Gehenna, the refuse 
ground, garbage dump where the city’s offal was 
thrown for the worm to fatten on and the fire to de- 
vour: here it is the reality, and the condition is eternal. 

That is what death means to the natural man, he 
who has not been born again, who is without Christ. 
It is not the arbitrary decree of a merciless God that 
consigns him there, but his own deliberate choice. 

There ts an alternative! “Having therefore, breth- 
ren, boldness to enter into the holiest by the blood of 
Jesus, by a new and living way, ... through the veil, 
that is to say, his flesh...” It is the new and living 
way, yet the good old way of the Gospel —the way 
of the Cross on which was crucified the Friend of 
sinners; there his side and heart were pierced that 
through them as through a rent veil we might have 
free access to God. Christ was God’s spotless Lamb 
who took men’s transgressiens upon himself paying 
their debt to an outraged law by himself bearing its 
penalties, so making them free. Since Christ shed his 
blood any one may escape — not the dissolution of the 
body — but the separation of the soul from God, so 
that at the expiration of this earthly life the saved one 
will at once pass into the presence of God to dwell 
with him in blessedness forever. 

How comforting are the declarations of God’s Word: 

“The wages of sin is death; but the gift of God is 
eternal life through Jesus Christ our Lord.” 

“His own self bare our sins in his own body on 
the tree.” 

“He that believeth on the Son hath everlasting life.” 

These aré the words of Grace. So then, it is not 
our good works that save us. If it were, then we 
would need to know how many would be necessary, 
and would be forever disturbed lest we had not made 
up the quota.

Men want “his” presence | 
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It is not superior character. If it were, then we 
would have to know the exact standard and would be 
in constant terror lest we had not measured up to it. 

It is not conformity to any rule, law, or ritual. If 
it were, we would have to know to what extent, and 
ever be fearful that we had failed in our endeavor. 

On any such terms there would be uncertainty and. 
dread. No, the terms are those of Grace — hear them: 
“Not by works of righteousness which -we have done, 
but according to ‘his mercy he Saved us.” “For. by 
grace are ye saved through faith; and that not of your- 
selves: it is the gift of God. Not of works, lest any 
man should boast.” 

“To him that worketh not, but believeth on him that 
justifieth the ungodly, his faith is counted for right- 
eousness.’ 

Why do not all men accept such a graciously offered 
and easy Salvation, and so escape Death? 

One reason is that it humbles their pride in allowing 
any room for their own self-righteousness; all self- 
importance gone, they must accept God’s favor as poor 
and needy sinners. Another reason is that God’s grace 
in men’s hearts leaves no room therein for the grati- 
fication of their sinful desires, which they are not 
ready to surrender. A third reason is procrastination 
—a yielding to the blandishments and sedatives of 
Satan in postponing decision.

1. The knowledge of sins forgiven. 

2. The knowledge that the past is forever forgiven 
and forgotten by God. 

3. The gift of eternal life. 

4. The Holy Spirit as a guest within to guide, in- 
struct, and bless.

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Why Does God Permit Disasters ? 


James H. McConkey’s fine article ““The Fifth. Sparrow?’ : 
raised a question that perplexes me. (Mr. McConkey’s

But, if not in that very wreck that Mr. McConkey 
speaks of, then assuredly on some other, that and al- 
most every day, there are those who are not kept from 
a terrible death. 

How can these “unseen messengers” be said to have 
guarded them?—A Canadian Reader. 


God preserves us from physical dangers when hé 
knows that this is best. But when, in_his wisdom, 
God knows that it is best that we should suffer in- 
jury or even death from some “accident,” 
lovingly permits that which is best for us. The Lord 
Jesus Christ, who said, “The very hairs of your head 
are all numbered. Fear ye not therefore, ye are of 
more value than many sparrows,” said in that same 
discourse to his disciples that wicked men “will de- 
liver you up to the councils, and they will scourge you 
in their synagogues ; . fear not them which kill the 


body, but are not able to kill. the soul” (Matt. 10: 17, 


28). 

God’s Word is filled with statements that make plain 
these two truths concerning his trusting children, One 
is that which Mr. McConkey brought out: God and 
his “unseen messengers” will safeguard us from every 
physical peril that God would not have us incur, if we 
walk in fellowship with him. And, on the other hand, 
God will let us suffer in any and every way, physically, 
while on this earth, when he knows it is best. ‘There 
is no unqualified assurance to Christians’ that they will 
be kept from temporal ilis, injuries, or disasters during 
this life. There is frequent assurance in the Word 
that they will incur many such tests. Therefore, “My 
brethren, count it all joy when ye fall into divers 
temptations [tests]; knowing this, that the trying of 
your faith worketh patience. But let patience have her 
perfect work, Mat she may be perfect and entire, want- 
ing nothing” ( Jas. 1: 2-4).

The school conducts a semi-monthly teachers’-meet- 
ing; and a monthly meeting of the executive com- 
mittee, which consists of the officers, teachers, and 
representatives appointed by the superintendent. This 
committee carefully looks after the affairs of the 
school. The value of such meetings for conference, 
and social purposes cannot well be overestimated. 

The annual meeting of all the workers, around the 
tea table, is one of the enjoyable and helpful events 
of the year. . 

Cork: bulletin boards are used Sn all the departments 
of the school, with two large ones in the vestibules ; 
there are also the usual register boards for the mark- 
ing of attendance, gifts, and so on. 

A number of the young people, never less’than six, 
are annually sent to the Young People’s Conference 
at Blairstown. The results are highly encouraging. 
The delegates return full of enthusiasm. The school 
has no more loyal and dependable workers than those 
who have enjoyed these privileges; and many~of them 
have returned to successive conferences at their own 
expense. We cannot commend too highly: this line- of 
activity to other schools. Intelligent and*conscientious 
appreciation of one’s duties to his class, and systemati¢ 
preparation for meeting them are essential to all. suc- 
cessful work in the school, Unless we seek to de- 
velop our workers along spirittial lines and enlarge 
their visions of nobler attainment, there is but little 
real progress in the school. The stream does not rise 
above its source; nor is there likely to be intelligent 
hearing on the part of the scholar unless there be in- 
telligent teaching. Careful preparation fot the teach- 
ing of the lesson is ever one of the most important 
duties of the teacher. Summer conferences give stim- 
ulus in this direction. 


The Need for Ceaseless Vigilance 


The Tioga school is not forgetful of Decision Day, 
and always gives it special emphasis. A successful 
Daily Vacation Bible School is conducted every sum- 
mer; also a Week-Day Bible School. So far as pos- 
sible, the school seeks to keep in close touch with 
the general program of its denomination, and. to. sup- 
port it in all its plans and activities. Lesson helps 
and other material are secured through our several 
Church agencies. 

It has been well said, “Eternal vigilance is the price 
of liberty.” It is no less true that eternal vigilance is 
the price of all real spiritual uplift and progress in 
the school; All too many schools are being conducted 
as they were years ago; there have been no -innova- 
tions, no enthusiasm, no inspiration; no progress. - The 
rooms are dull and cheerless; the same old order of 
service, — what there is left of it, —is used; there are 
no facilities for comfort or convenience; tattered hymn- 
books afford scant opportunities for such singing as 
is done’; a new hymn or tune is unknown; and there 
is often utter neglect on the part of teachers to pre- 
pare for the proper spiritual instruction of the young 
lives committed to their care. Some of us are fa- 
miliar with such schools. 

The Board of Christian Education issues annually 
a catalogue in which may be found a description of 
all the material necessary to encourage a school to 
undertake the real object for which it exists. This 
catalogue should be in the hands of every superin- 
tendent. The Sunday School Times should be read by 
every teacher of our land, as it seeks to give not only 
helpful expositions of the weekly lessons, but also to 
keep the Sunday-school worker informed of improved 
methods in class-room work. Sunday-school officials 
should’ see to it that their schools are made attractive 
and equipped with every appliance necessary for the 
accomplishment of the important work in which they 
are engaged; and Sunday-school teachers should, with 
the utmost diligence and consecration, prepare them- 
selves during the week, by study and prayer, for the 
lesson to be taught. Immense issues often depend upon 
what we say and do. The teaching of immorta is 
is a sacred trust. We dare not trifle with eternal des- 
tinies. No greater privilege or blessing could come 
to us than that of leading others to a saving knowl- 
edge of their Saviour.

Our Consecrated Signboard

tobacco in which we have no interest, and cars 

we can never hope to own, and Friendly Flour, 
and Pansy Pancakes, to say nothing of the trails we 
follow with Aunt Samantha, we argued that other 
folks would read our signboard. Now of course there 
are signboards and signboards. Your place and purse 
may meet its need in an illuminated one, or one with 
sliding letters. The houses that supply that kind of 
equipment will send you pamphlets and catalogues as 
interesting as the board itself. ; 

There is no reason why a Consecrated Signboard 
shouldn’t -represent as large an inyestment as the ad- 
vertisements of commercial interests. But ours is just 
a black board, four feet by five, which the Community 
Man made and painted himself. He prints the mes- 
sages, for legibility is of first importance. There is 
an extra breadth of walk of six feet in front of the 
board, which enables the passerby to step aside from 
the street, to pause and read. Incidentally, on the side 
of the little alcove that is against the church steps 
is a small glass-covered bulletin board, in which are 
constantly kept small posters amd typewritten an- 
nouncements of the church and all its organiza- 
tions. Often the small bulletin board holds the at- 
tention which the large one has secured. But these 
are mechanical details which would vary under vary- 
ing circumstances, but not the essential thing. What 
counts is the message. What shall it be? 

“Jesus Saves,” yes, he does, wondrously, you 
and I know it. “God is Love,” unchanging, un- 
ending, untiring. What wonderful messages! But, 
friends, the man in the street will read these phrases 
about as you and I read the cigarette advertisements. 
Salvation is out of his line. Maybe, after a. while, 
such direct messages might be given. But this is a 
new signboard. A 

Prayerfully, thoughtfully, seek out some attractive 
way of saying something that is of spiritual value. 
The first message may not save a soul before night, 
but if it gets the attention of ten men on a consecrated 
signboard, that is something. 

Our board succeeded a smaller one that had been 
used for church notices, so we had good opportunity 
to see how much attention was due to the new plan. 
The church notices were carefully scanned by those 
who were interested, but apparently little read by any 
one else. The new board still has church notices on 
important days, but fully half the time it is used for 
sermons for the man who will not come to church. 
Here is one of the first ones we used: 

To every man there openeth 
A Way and ways and a way 
And the high soul climbs the High Way 
And the low soul gropes the tow: 
And in between, on the mighty flats, 
The rest drift to and fro. 
But to every man there openeth 
A High Way and a low, 
And every man decideth 
The way his soul shall go. 


People read it. And they kept on reading, — 
prayers, poems, quotations rich in spiritual truth or 
suggestions for wise living. Men, who will not think 
along conventional religious lines, will pause on a 
spring day to agree with Joyce Kilmer: 

Poems are made by fools like me, 
But only God can make a tree.

Use the Word of God itself, but use it wisely. For 
Easter week, “I am the resurrection and the life,” and 
the like, is read thoughtfully by the man who has been 
haunted by the thought of God, ever since he read 
Kilmer’s “Trees.”” Mothers’ Day, Thanksgiving, Labor 
Day, every festival may be given the religious empha- 
sis it needs in the blackboard message. Remember that 
all the Scripture you put on a board or anywhere elsé 
amounts to nothing if it goes unread. 

“The Spirit of God works,” you say, “and his. word 
shall not return unto him void.” Yes, blessed be. God, 
his Spirit does work,_and it is a Spirit of Wisdem and 
Understanding, and if we are willing ‘to be directed 
by it, we shall by intelligence and perseverance lead 
a godless people to the point of attention to God’s 
Word, when in truth it shall not return unto him 
void. 

Don’t think of your blackboard as a place where 
you write your own favorite texts. Study your, com- 
munity. Watch for a week the folks who pass your 
board. Put yourselves in their place. The blackboard 
message is particularly for the man who will not come 
to church. Why doesn’t he come?” Somewhere, some- 
how, the church has failed him. We may say it with 
shamed faces, but we have to admit that the church 
has failed a lot of people. What we are after now

EADERS and friends of The Sunday School 
R Times will feel a distinct sense of personal loss 
in learning of the home-going of Amy R. Thomas, 
whose messages in verse have so often brightened the 
pages of this paper. So faimiliar to readers has her 
work become that scarcely a word need be said in 
commendation of these sermons in song. But it re- 
mains for us who were privileged to know Mrs. 
Thomas in person to pay tribute to that rare Chris- 
tian life which found so fair a flower in verse. 

Amy R. Thomas, in private life the wife of the 
Rev. William Thomas, was born in Diamond Springs, 
Kan., December 23, 1870, and died in Escondido, Cal., 
July 30, 1925, following an apparent stroke of apoplexy. 
She was heard to remark upon learning of the death 
of William Jennings Bryan, “What a beautiful way 
to go!” and it was typical of the Father’s grace that 
_ her ssing came in almost that identical manner. 
Always delicate in body, it seemed that, in the last 
few months of her sojourn here, her dwelling seemed 
to be less and less in this “house of clay” and more 
and more in the Spirit, as the deeply devotional note 
in her later work bore testimony. . 

But it was not alone in verse that her spirituality 
found utterance. Dedicated to. the Lord even before 
her birth, her life was a continuous service for him, 
and it seemed a fitting culmination to years devoted 
to Christian work in and around Chicago, Kansas City, 
Savannah, Ga., San Diego, and Los Angeles, Cal., that 
on March 4, 1919, she should have become the bride of 
the Rev. William Thomas and have spent the remain- 
ing years of her life in the active capacity of min- 
ister’s wife. It was during these years that her testi- 
mony began to shape itself in song amd her Christian 
experience to bear fruit in the verses so often pub- 

lished in The Sunday School Times and elsewhere. 
Possessing in rare degree that womanly adornment 
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advocated by Peter,—a “meek and quiet spirit” -— 
her work was never an exaltation of her own experi- 
ence, but of him who had called her “out of darkness 
into his marvelous light.” 

Few people in going Home have taken so much with 
them, yet few have left so much behind. Amy R. 
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Thomas has given the Christian world much in her 
work, and we whkg loved her cannot be so selfish as 
to grieve at her passing, for well may it be said of 
this noble Christian character, “For to her to live was 
Christ and to die was gain.”

UR Sunday-school superintendent, a very busy 

man as Superintendent of the Houston Baptist 

Hospital, has little time to look after the detail 
work of the Sunday-school, and hence a large part 
of this work falls on the church office. Naturally, 
as Church Secretary and General Secretary of the 
Sunday-school, I have become interested in every de- 
partment, every class, every teacher, and every pupil 
of the school. Several years ago I was asked to at- 
tend the Sunday School Superintendents’ Convention 
of Texas, which was held at Fort Worth, and my 
expenses were paid. 

To make sure that I would “cover” everything im- 
portant at the convention, I took a large stenographer’s 
notebook, and, being a stenographer, it was not diffi- 
cult to take notes. Every word that was said, of in- 
terest sto my. school, was jotted down. Knowing the 
school as I did, our defects were easily found and 
noted during the course of the addresses, round tables, 
and lectures. I took the program and, following each 
number, made a record of it in my notebook, and after 
each number, wrote the items of interest to my~school. 
Not one session was missed. 

Time and again I had heard of folks attending con- 
ventions, but invariably they would come home telling 
about certain sessions they did not hear. This, I de- 
termined, was not going to be true of me, and it was 
not. I felt that perhaps the very session I would miss 
might be the most important. 

This year I was again sent to the convention, and 
again came home with pages and pages of notes. These 
are all now transcribed into printed matter, and scarcely 
a local question arises that the answer isn’t found in 
one of these sets of notes. 

Upon my return I was asked both times to make 
a brief report at the Sunday-school the following Sun- 
day. “Time. was given only for the briefest kind of a 
report, but in my notebook was every word. Then 
at the Workers’ Council another report was requested. 
Taking my notes as I had them, under each topic, one 
thing at least was told that might help our school. 
Each week from time to time at our regular weekly 
board meetings which are ‘held during the lunch hour 
at the down town Y. M. C. A. building, where the 
chief officers of the school eat lunch and discuss the 
plans of the school together, these notes have been of 
great assistance in working out our plans. 

In the fall after the first convention, time for the 
Training School came, and the pastor and superin- 
tendent were at a loss to know where to turn for some 
one to come and help us conduct our school. Judging 
from my reports, it was readily seen that our school 
had plenty of room for improvement. It was at this 
time that the school took steps to act upon part of 
the report, by calling, upon my suggestion, one of the 
superintendents who had made a splendid, helpful ad- 
dress at the eonvention. He came, and, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that a number of Training Schools had 
been held before, he seemingly put our school on its 
feet. 

Taking the two years together our school has been 
greatly blessed through the Superintendents’ Conven- 
tions. *In June, 1921, our average attendance at Sunday- 
school was 226, and in June, 1922, it was 372. No high 
pressure contests brought this about ; we had a substan- 
tial, steady growth. Plans heard at the convention were 
put into practise, and brought results. The first thing 
that the school decided to do was to be a Standard 
School} and just a very short time did it require to 
bring this about. At once a vigorous campaign 
was put on for Teacher-Training, and in just a 
few short months over sixty Kings Teacher Diplomas 
were seen framed and hanging in our church. When 
we began we had twenty-two. Not only the Training 
School, in which this superintendent from another city 
taught, was held, but time after time, books were 
taught by the pastor, superintendent and other workers 
of the church, and a number of the teachers andymem- 
bers of the church availed themselves of these oppor- 
tunities and took the courses. 

No longer is our school seen meeting together in 
the main auditorium on Sunday morning. Through 
the reports from the convention, and the school back- 


ing them up, we now have separate department mect- 
ings. The Juniors are using the ladies’ parlor, a thing 
never dreamed of. The Intermediates alone use the 
main auditorium. The Senior§aad Adult classes meet 
in their separate rooms. Additional classrooms in the 
way of small frame buildings have been erected on 
the church block to care for four of these classes. 
The Primary Department has its separate room and 
the Beginners also. A Cradle Roll class meets with 
the Beginners for the opening exercises, and then for 
their individual lesson period, are brought to a little 
room prepared especially for them in the far corner 
of the main auditorium. " 

There was a time when it seemed almost an impos- 
sibility to get some of our teachers to be regular at 
their classes, and if not regular to notify the depart- 
ment superintendent, but after the vision caught from 
the reports of the convention, and by persistent effort, 
to-day it is an unheard of thing to have a teacher ab- ' 
sent without notifying the Superintendent. This shows 
a marked increase spiritually. Teachers are realizing 
their responsibility and are meeting it. But it takes 
time, and patience. 

Again, we learned never to take any pupil off the 
roll unless he were attending another school, had died, 
moved out of the city, or positively refused to attend. 
In other words, we learned not to cut off the evan- 
gelistic force of our Sunday-school by dropping pupils 
after they were absent three Sundays, but to follow up 
absentees. This increased the responsibility of the 
teachers, but the results havesbeen very gratifying. 

The question of letting a new pupil enter the school, 
and, because advanced in public school for his age, 
choose his class in the Sunday-school, has been solved. 
At the convention we learned that no teacher should 
be permitted to enroll a new pupil. This should be 
done by the Classification Superintendent and his 
helpers, the department secretaries. Then if pupils 
refuse to be placed where they belong according to 
age, they are classed as visitors. Few pupils want to 
have this method followed. 

Through the reports of the convention, Promotion 
Day was held last year for the first time. This natu- - 
rally brought on better teaching. Sunday by Sunday 
finds the teacher faithfully teaching the boys and 
girls and men and women, preparing especially the 
boys and girls for Promotion Day. Without doubt, 
the results that have come in the life of our Sunday- 
school are due largely to the reports from these two 
conventions. Next year it is the desire of the secre- 
tary to take with her the pastor, general superintendent, 
and all the department superintendents.

The Historical Setting 


Up to the present time, the Holy Spirit, the unseen 
Presiding Officer, has rounded out a complete, unified; 
cosmopolitan, God-energized etclesiastical organism on 
earth. This unseen President has moved chiefly in three 
great Oriental cities to accomplish this purpose. He first 
came upon Jews at Pentecost in Jerusalem. Then he 
gathered in half-Jews in Samaria. Later he sent Peter 
to Caesarea to unlock the door of the Gospel to the 
Roman Gentiles. The Spirit found it so difficult to 
break away even believing Jewish disciples from cen- 
turies of Jewish ceremonial that it was necessary to 
go to Antioch as the great propagating center for 
getting the Gospel out to all the Gentiles in a great 
apostolic campaign. In- the present lesson we see a 
tremendous ingathering of Greek Gentiles at Ephesus. 
Now that this is accomplished, one other city must 
be selected as the propagating center of the Gospel 
for the whole world, not only of Paul’s generation, 


but for succeeding generations. As the Holy Spirit... 


puts it upon Paul’s heart to go to Rome, he puts his 
energy upon Luke’s hand to write chiefly of God’s 
lan to get his apostle there. From now on, we might 
inquire why Luke does not go into~detail on many 
points that we should like to have answered, and the 
reason is that the inspired historian is brushing aside 
everything with a: view to concentrating: upon this 
great outstanding purpose of God. It is just about 
this time that Paul writes in his letter to the Roman 
church, “Having no more place in these parts, . . . 
will come-to you” (Rom. 15:23, 24). Dr. Stifler in 
his “Introduction to the Book of Atts” notes a strik- 
ing parallel: “After John was igprisonell, Jesus’ 
bloomed forth in 


he went up to Jerusalem to be rejected and thus open 
the way for the Gospel to reach the world. It is after 
John’s baptism is absorbed in the progress of the 
church, that Paul receives uncommon power to finish 
this provincial work, after which he goes to Jerusa- 
lem, is rejected and the Gospel reaches its goal in the 
world’s capital. . . . This parallel exists between the 
two records because the aims of Jesus and of Paul 
were the same,” 


-The Expository Meaning = = 


Chapter 18, verses 18-23.—Paul . . . having shorn 
his head ... fer he had a vow. Dr. Scofield intro- 
@uces this passage in his Reference Bible with a sort 
of exclamation, “The author of Romans 6:14; 2 Cor- 
inthians 3: 7-14; and Galatians 3: 23-28 takes a Jewish 
vow.” The inference is that if Paul did this he would 
be culpable for not exercising his liberty in the Gos- 
pel, and for getting back under the law. However, 
the language, which is ambiguous, makes it just as pos- 
sible to understand that it was Aquila who took the 
vow instead of Paul, The places mentioned should 
be looked up on the map. Ephesus from ancjent 
times had been a famous shrine for Artemis, or Diana. 

Verses 24-28—A certain Jew named Apollos ... 
was mighty in the scriptures. ... Priscilla and Aquila 
- . . expounded wnto him the way of God more ac- 
curately, The work of John the Baptist was’ so over- 
shadowed by that of our Lord, which succeeded it, that 
we are apt to lose sight of the range of it. Although 
John himself. taught that he must decrease, neverthe- 
less it is a fact that Apollos,.and, in the next passage, 
the twelve disciples at Ephesus, knew only John’s 
baptism. It had been difficult for some of the dis- 
ciples of John to break away from their great teacher 
(comp. John 3: 22-26; 4: §). “The Christ was for Apol- 
los the head of a glorified Judaism.” 

Chapter 19, verses 1-7.—Paul . . . found certain dis- 
ciples: and he said wnto them, Did ye receive the Holy 
Spirit when yer believed? Returning from his evan- 
gelization of the highlands of Asia, the “upper coun- 
try” of Phrygia and Galatia, Paul finds twelve men 
at Ephesus who were in, the same condition of Apol- 
los at first, knowing only John’s baptism of repent- 
ance. There was evidently a lack of spirituality, a 
lack of energizing power in their Christian work,

which enabled Paul to see that they lacked the Holy 
Ghost, just as Aquila and Priscilla had observed the 
same thing about Apollos. It is vitally important to 
note that we are entitled to have the Holy Ghost when 
we believe. (This point is fully unfolded in “The 
Threefold Secret of the Holy Spirit,” by James H. 
McConkey, free from Silver Publishing Society, Besse- 
mer pide. Pittsburgh; supported by free will offer- 
ings. , 

Verses 8-13.—He entered into the synagogue, and 
spake boldly for the space of three months. After he 
had been driven from the synagogue, he taught in the 
school of Tyrannus, probably a Greek teacher of phil- 
osophy, and certainly also a believer. Tyrannus was 
not an uncommon name among Roman freedmen. This 
period of Paul’s work appears to have been the most 
successful work of all his evangelizing. In the other 
tour the Spirit had not suffered Paul to preach in this 
district (16:6), but had beckoned him on into Europe. 
Now the time had come to evangelize this part. The 
statement is remarkable that “all they that dwelt in Asia 
heard the word of the Lord” (v.10). The mighty 
énergizing power of the Holy Spirit which rested upon 
Paul for this evangelization also.endowed him for the 
performance of miracles out of the ordinary (v. 12). 
Ephesus, attracting the trade of the eastern Mediter- 
ranean and at the same time being the shrine of thou- 
sands of pilgrims, would enable Paul and his associates 
to preach to these visiting multitudes, and at the same 
time we may think of Luke, Timothy, Titus, Epaphras, 
and others, as itinerating from Ephesus: into the sur- 
rounding country. Forty years after this time, Pliny, 
writing to the Emperor Trajan, speaks of swarms-of 
Christians in Bithynia, the province of which he was 
governor, 

Verses 13-20.—Certain also of the strolling Jews, 
exorcists, took upon them to name over them that had 
the evil spirits the name of the Lord Jesus. Satan, in 
his characteristic ‘hatred of revival, seeks and finds 
for a special effort of opposition the seven sons of 
Sceva. The two who immediately essayed to conjure 
in the name of Jesus were set upon and beaten by the 
evil spirits, and God, in his triumph, uses the’ incident 
for the glorification of- his name in: Ephesus in. the 


‘confession of many evil deeds and in the burning of 


black art books. 


Verse 24.—A certain man named Demetrius, a sil- 
versmith, who made silver shrines of Diana, These 
unprecedented triumphs of the Gospel were causing 


* 
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cultured paganism and idolatry to totter at its center. 
Diana’s temple was the glory of Ephesus as its white 
marble gleamed in the sun. The Goths. robbed it of 
its marvelous treasures in A. D. 262, and in the course 
of time its very site was covered up by the river, but 
was discovered in 1869. It was 425 feet long by 220 
broad, supported by 127 columns 60 feet high. odels 
of this temple of varying sizes were sold to all pilgrims. 

Verses 25-27—This Paul . . . turned away much 
people, saying that they are no gods,.that are made 
with hands. Demetrius was doubtless the chief of the 
guild of silversmiths. The worshiping of God through 
images Almost invariably ends in the worship of the 
hand-made thing and not God, and this is the. admis- 
sion of Demetrius in his eagerness to defend the vested 
interests in idol making against the Gospel — “gods 
which are made with hands”! 


Verse 28.—Great is Diana of the Ephesians. This 
is not the beautiful huntress Diana represented char- 
acteristically with a bow in her hands and a stag at 
her side, but a rude female figure with crowned head, 
many~breasts, and extended arms supported by props. 


It was commonly believed to have fallen from heaven, 

Verses 20, 30.—Having seized Gaius and Aristarchus, 
Nothing else is known of this Gaius, but of Aristarchus 
we know more (comp. Acts 20:4; 27:2; Col. 4:10; 
Philemon 24). This theater would hold 25,000 peo- 
ple, and it may have been in Paul’s mind when he 
used the figure of wrestling gladiators in his sixth 


‘chapter of esians. Paul might never have seen 


Rome if the: Spirit had not. moved the disciples to re- 
im from going to the rescue, 

Verse 31.—Certain also of the Asiarchs. The Asi- 
archs consisted of ten men chosen every year to super- 
intend the games and festivals. They had to provide 
the expense of the games, and so some have thought 
that they were moved by selfish motives in defending 
Paul, for in so far as the Gospel he preached made 
heathen games undesirable, it saved the Asiarchs ex- 

se. But why may not some of these Asiarchs have 
believers? 

Verses 33, 34.—They brought Alexander out of the 
multitude, Some have supposed this man to be “Alex- 
ander the coppersmith,” who did Paul much evil (2 
Tim. 4:14), but this is doubtful and it cannot be as- 
certained whether he was a Christian or an unbeliever. 


‘The cause of the Jews, whether believers or not, was 


one at this moment, and the very fact that this man 
was a Jew brought on thé prolonged two-hour. pande- 
Verses 35-41.—When the townclerk had quieted the 


multitudes. This individual, whose office was to guard 


and tabulate the archives, was a remarkable man. He 
was pitted against a shrewd opponent, and his effective 
undoing of the argument of Demetrius is a tribute to 
his keen logic. In the first place he shows that the 
multitude is splitting its throat to prove sometht 
every one admits, and here is a brilliant blending o 
lattery and reproof. In the second place the Chris- 
tian leaders have done nothing illegal or criminal, arid: 
therefore tf Demetrius has a grievance the courts are 
open. In the third place, Demetrius himself has. done 
something illegal in assembling’ a mob, which might 
endanger Rome’s favor of a free Greek city. Then, 
too, this wise townclerk knew when his speech was 
finished, and, seeing that his points had been well 
taken, he quickly adjourned the riot.

The Need of the Spirit—The most brilliant man, 
probably, of apostolic times, was Apollos.. Doubtless 
, € was never a more earnest group of team workers 
than the twelve men of Ephesus. In the individual 
we have eloquence, and in the group we have numbers, 
mass, work. Two of the most obscure Christians of 
apostolic times were the instruments in God’s hands 
for teaching Apollos the truth about the Spirit, and the 
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an‘aged saint, —a woman who heard him 
preach. -Even if you are a_ talented 
worker for the Lord, have you grace to 
lave some humble saint point out to you 
your need of a more spiritual ministry? 
And will you ask yourself if you are now 
filled with the Spirit? 


Scholarship and the Spirit. — At Day- 
ton,. Mt. Bryan was asked by Mr. Dar- 
~row if he could name one really great 
scholar who denied evolution: Mr Bryan 
undertook to answer that question by 
saying that there were able scholars who 
had and who do deny evolution. But 
was not the real, answer this: That 
though reverent scholarship is an aid in 
ying and teaching the Word, not one 
single iota of divine truth may bé received 
apart from revelation? Paul quoted from 
reck men of letters, but the Athenians 
mocked at his teaching about the cross 
and resurrection.

Shall we let history repeat itself ?— 
Suppose Apollos had contended that he 
was sufficient unto himself with his Alex- 
andrian Jearning and his John the Baptist 
discipleship? Su the twelve men 
_ of Ephesus had said that one man's teach- 
ing could not count against their “con- 
sénsus of opinion” ?— Happily, it was not 
so, and this new knowledge of and rev- 
elation of the Holy Spirit on the part of 
an individual and a group is marked by 
a wonderful revival in-Ephesus and in the 
complete erehgelisnap of all Asia aaa i 
so that the power of. is amus 
and specially emphasized. The God who 
wrought these wonderful results. is the: 
same to-day as he was then. Shall we 
let him do for us what he did for Asia 
at that time?

From that 
Ephesian day to this present day there has always been 
this “no-small-stir-concerning-the-Way” condition. As 
Dr. Goodell said the other day, “The Christian Church 
faces a crisis. The Christian Church has always faced 
a crisis. The Christian Church will always face a 
crisis if it remains true to its Founder.” When the 
“Way” runs right through “the built up part” of the 
individual life, what a stir there is! ow the “fur- 
niture” comes out of doors and windows in the house 
cleaning! You may remember that one day at the 
beginning the Way ran right through. the temple, and 
what avstir there was! (Matt. 21:12.) If you want 
to read what the critics call America’s greatest short 
story, go to the library and get Bret Harte’s “Luck of 
the Roaring Camp.” It tells how a new-born baby 
changed the whole life of one of the toughest mining 
camps. When the Christ child, so to speak, is born 
into a life or a community, the same blessed work 
begins as when, Thomas Luck came to those rough 
miners. There is many an “Old Kentuck” who can 
say “he wrastled with it.” . The stirring by reason of 
the Way is perennial. There is no better evidence of 
its truth. No better evidence that ours is a live Christ, 
and not a dead one. There is no stir up yonder in 


Fairview Cemetery, where sleep the dead. All the 
stir is down here in the- valley, where runs the Lincoln 
Highway, and where we live folks live. Our Way is 
a living Way, and the only “dead ones” we have in 
town are in. those places where the Way has not been 
opened through! , 


The Secret of Courage.—When Paul was minded 
to enter in... the disciples suffered him not (v. 30). 
You fellows every once in a while talk about a chap 
“having the nerve.” Here you find a man not afraid 
of anything, anywhere, anytime. What was his secret? 
Probably the greatest nerve-testing experience of 
Paul was that terrible day-and-night drive of the hur- 
ricane across the Mediterranean Sea., Yet we find 
Paul calm and undisturbed. Here was the secret:

A girl’s choice—in Paul’s time and 
ours, 5 











ILL she ever forget it— that pic- 
ture that used to hang in the great 
assembly hall of her old high-school 
building? The quiet minutes .she found 
to stand before it, gazing at its every 
vivid detail of life in old Ephesus, after 
Paul had brought there the Gospel of 
Christ, resulted in hours of quiet think- 
ing over the choices she had to make, not 
between Diana and Christ, but none the 
less real because of the romance she felt 
was lacking in her every-day American 
lot in life.° Who can estimate what that 
picture did for that girl?~ Even she her- 
self cannot, though she sits earnestly 
thinking back to its place and influence 
in her young life, as she seéks to bring 
it before your classes of girls all over 
America to-day. Have you ever seen 
that picture, entitled, like our lesson for 
this week, “‘Diana or Christ”? If pos- 
sible, get .a copy for your girls to see, 
but at any rate make them. “see”. the 
life-and-death decisions that had to be 
-faced by all who heard Paul preach 
Christ in Ephesus. 

This picture poffrays a scene in the 


statue in the background, and ‘a line of 
her vestal virgins seated in passive watch- 
fulness before her altar fire. In the fore- 
ground stands, face forward;>-with her 
back towafd the silver image, a dark- 
haired girl, the deep gaze of her dark 
eyes fixed (you at once realize) .on 
the . invisible’ Christ she had heard 
Paul preach. One hand is held by 
her stalwart young: lover, who pleads 
with intense emotion in every line of face 
and figure for her decision ‘forthe old 
heathen worship, so that their union may 
not be broken. His servants stand behind 
him with rich) gifts and jewels in their 
hands for his bride. Even the cold eyes of 
the vestal virgins are watching her. Others 
stand near, all suggesting the : 
joyful results if she decides for Diana. 
There is not one to plead for Christ, but, 
even as you see how/tenderly her hand 
lingers in her lover’s, you also see with 
her that invisible thorn-crowned 
whom, not having seen, she yet loves 
with her whole soul, and to whom 
she is ready to declare whole-hearted al- 
legiance, even though it cost her her love 
and even life itself, Your girls will 
know, as did that girl of yesterday, that 
only one answer could come at last from 
that girl’s heart, so torn between two 
loves, yet’ so longing for the love of God 
in Christ Jesus, passing all knowledge of

They were age a 
lot of money Aelling these little shrines, 
and they did not like their business to be 
interrupted. But we are glad Paul’s 
preaching caused enough péople to turn 
from these dumb idols to make these 
wicked men uneasy, if they did raise a 
riot. For God was abundantly able to 
take care of his messengers. ‘ 

A few years ago some people in a cer- 
tain city tried to pass a law prohibiting 
the sale of liquor, but still the whiskey 
men kept up their wicked business, ruin- 
ing boys, and sometimes girls, too. After 
a while a fearless evangelist preached 
the Gospel in that city, and some of the 
whiskey drinkers and whiskey sellers were 
saved. ‘Then it was not hard to pass the 
law.

How to Master This Lesson

TRICTLY speaking, the Church has no 

mission; for God has never commis- 
sioned her as a corporate body to under- 
take ahy task whatsoever. It is true that 
by means of the Church, God is now mak- 
ing known his wisdom, and will yet 
mzke known his grace. to the angelic 
hosts (Eph. 3:10; 2:7); but this calls 
for no effort or sacrifice on her part. All 
divine commissions are to the individual 
believer; and this is reasonable, since 
Christian service is the exercise of a per- 
sonal gift in the power of the indwelling 
Spirit. It is noticeable that no seryice 
program for the church succeeds until it 
becomes a service program for the indi- 
vidual. 

Another error to be avoided in connec- 
tion with this subject is the supposition 
that the divine purpose in this age is 
the conversion of the world. It is true 
that the world will be converted and there 
is yet to be a kingdom of righteousness 
in the earth;-but, according to the Bible, 
that ‘day of a transformed earth, so-far 


| from being the result of Christian serv- 





ice, is said to follow rather than precede 
the return of Christ, and is said to be 





made possible only by his personal pres-< 
immiediate -* 


ence and i power. It is after 
the smiting of the Stone-a symbol of 
the return of Christ —that the God of 
heaven sets 4 an everlasting -kingdom 
in the earth (Dan, 2: 44, 45). It is after 
the Lord returns and sits on one 
of his glory that he directs the sheep 
on his right hand to enter the earthly 
kingdom eeeret for them (Matt. 25: 
31-34). In hke manner, it is after he is 
seen descending from heaven that Christ 
reigns ‘a thousand years on the {earth 
(Rev. 19: 11 to 20:9. Note, also, Acts 
15: 13-19; 1 Cor. 15: 20-25). 


I. Tue Present Divine Purpose 
IN THE Wor.Lp 


When anticipating the peculiar. features “ 
of this age (Matt, 13:1-50), the Lord 
made mention of three major charac- 
teristics: (1) Israel’s place in the world 
should be as a treasure hid in the field 


(Matt. 13: 44); (2) evil should continue~ 


to the end of the age (Matt. 13: 4, 25, 33, 


1 48) ; and (3) the children of the kingdom ~ 


who are likened to wheat, to a pearl of 
great cost, and to-good fish, shall be gath- 
ered out (Matt. 13:30, 45, 46, 48).. Of 
these three characteristics of age, it is 
disclosed that the last, or the gathering 
out of the children of the.kingdom, con- 
stitutes the supreme purpose of God in 
this age. In accordance with this, it: is 
stated in Romans 11:25, that Israel’s 
present blindness is only “until” the com- 
pletion of the Church (note Eph, 1: 22, 
23). Likewise, the “mystery of iniquity,’ 
or evil in the present age, is declared to 
continue, though ‘restrai until. the Re- 
strainer —the Spirit. of —is_ taken 
out of the way, and, as the Spirit will 
orga’ only when he has completed the 
€a *. 4 

purpose of God is not the»correction of 


the evil in the world. Israel’s covenants ~ 


will yet be fulfilled (Rom. oa a7); and 
evil will be banished from the earth (Rev. 
21:1); but the present purpose of God, 
for which all else most evidently awaits, 
is the completion ‘of the Church. 

In Acts 15:13-19 we read the sub- 
stance of James’ address at the conclusion 
of the first council of the church in Je- 
eusalem.

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was to determine this same question as 
to the present purpose of God. The early 
church was largely composed of Jews, 
and these were confused in regard to 
their own national position in the light 
of the fact that the new Gospel was flow- 
ing out to Gentiles. James states that, 
according to Peter’s experience in the 
house of Cornelius the. Gentile, God is 
first visiting Gentiles. (a like visitation 
of the Jews is assumed) to take out of 
them a people for his name. “After this,” 
James continues, the Lord will return and 
then he will fulfil all his purposes for 
Israel and the Gentiles, 

The practical bearing of all this upon 
the subject of our study is that, in the 
present age, never is, the individual be- 
liever (much less the Church) appointed 
of God to a world-improvement pro- 
gram; but the believer is calied to be a 
witness in all the world to Christ and his 
saving grace, and through this. ministry 
of Gospel-preaching the Spirit of God 
will accomplish the — divine pur- 
‘pose in the age. 


II. THe ForMA‘rION OF THE CHURCH 


Christ prophesied that he would build 
his Church (Matt. 16:18), and the apos- 
tle Paul likens the Church to a structure 
of living stones which “groweth” and is 
“being builded together for an habitation 
of God through the Spirit” (Eph. 2: 21, 
22, R. V.). Likewise, the believer’s min- 
istry of .soul-winning and edification of 
the body of Christ continues, not for 
ever, but “till we all come in the unity 
of the faith, and of the knowledge of the 
Son of God, unto a perfect man, unto 
the measure of the stature of the ful- 
ness of Christ” (Eph. 4:13). The “stat 
ure of the fulness of Christ” does not 
refer to the development of Christlike 
men; but rather, to the development - of 
the body of Christ to its completion (note 
Eph. 1:22, 23). The same aspect of 
truth is restated in Ephesians 4: 16, 
where the members of the body, like liv- 
ing cells in the human bédy, are rep- 
resented as being unceasingly active in 
sowl- -winning, and are thereby making 
“increase of the body.”

III. THe Bevrever’s, Ministry 


Christ gave a prediction that the seed 
sowing which is to characterize the pres- 
ent.age would result in but a fourth por- 
tion becoming “wheat” (Matt. 13: 1-23). 
Nevertheless, though the preaching of 
the Gospel is a savor of death unto death 
as well as of life unto life (2 Cor. 2: 
16), the child of God is commissioned to 
be instant in season and put of season in 
his efforts to win the best. He is ap- 
pointed to go into all the world and 
preach the Gospel to every creature 
(Mark 16:15), knowing that faith 
cometh by. hearing, and hearing by the 
Word of God (Rom. 10:17). It is also 
stated in 2 Corinthians 5:19 that God 
who was in Christ, reconciling the. world 
unto“aimself, hath committed unto us the 
word of reconciliation. “Now then we 
are ambassadors for Christ, as though 
God did beseech you by us: we pray you 
in Christ’s stead, be ye reconciled to 
God” (5:20). a 

This ministry rests upon every believer 
alike and may be exercised in three dif- 
ferent ways: 


1. The Gospel may be presented to the 
unsaved through sacrificial gifts. Evi- 
dently there are many earnest believers 
who would rejoice to win a soul for 
Christ who have not awakened to the ef- 
fectiveness of giving of their substance 
to this end. The messenger cannot go 
except he‘be sent; but the one who sends 
him is a partner in the service and has 
taken stock which will pay eternal divi- 
dends, 

2. Again, the Gospel may be pre- 
sented to the unsaved in answer to prayer. 
He who has said, “If ye shall ask any- 
thing in my name, I will do it” (John 14: 
14) will certainly thrust laborers into the 
harvest in answer to prayer. It is easily 
proven that there is no more fruitful min- 
istry possible to the child of God than 
prayer; yet how very few seem to realize 
that souls are saved through that service, 


3. So, also, the Gospel may be pre- 
sented to the unsaved by word of mouth.

The Diary of a Deacon. By Raymond 
Etan. -(The Castle Press, Philadelphia, 
85 cents.) Here is a book that every 
deacon will thoroughly enjoy.

6 OU' can’t do this work and 
backslide at thesame time,” said 
a Christian woman to her pastor. 


The occasion was a most unique 
evangelistic campaign being carried on 
in her chutch, and her “remark grew 
out of her oxperience in the service she 
had voluntcered to give. 


The evangelistic campaign was based 
on what the evangelist insisted was the 
right meaning of the Great Commis- 
sion. He said, “It does not mean, 
‘Come, all you unsaved, out of all our 
community, into our church, and hear 
the Gospel preached,’ but it does 
mean, ‘Go, all you saved, into all your 
community, and witness to the Good 
News to every creature.’” 


“There is-no command in Scrip- 
ture,” also said the evangelist, “for the 
lost to go to church, or anywhere else, 
after the Gospel, but there are mul- 
tiplied commands for individual Chris- | 
tians to take the Gospel to the lost 
where they are.” 


It was perfectly natural, therefore, 
since the evangelist leading the meet- 
ings had this conception of the Lord’s 
Commission to His Church, that he 
should organize his campaign by such 
a program as would lead the local 
church into obedience to the Commis- 
sion, 


Accordingly he told the people at 
the very beginning, that if they were 
to obey the Lord and take the Gospel 
to the lost, they must first know where 
they were. So all who volunteered 
were organized to take a census of 
their field, which covered a medium- 
sized city in a Middle Western state. 


Then after the census was taken and 
analyzed, the Sunday School organ- 
ization, which had previously adopted 
a soul-winning system of Sunday School 
conduct, took the names of the Sun- 
day School prospects and went after 
them systematically for the Sunday 
School. 





But from the beginning it was an- 
ticipated that a certain proportion- of 
the unsaved Sunday School prospects | 
could not be brought into Sunday 
School, or even to the church services, 
no matter what efforts were put forth. 
And reminding the people that the 
_ Great Commission did not command 
Christians to induce the people to come 
either to Sunday School or church after 
the Gospel, but to take it to them 
where they were, the evangelist made 
a call, eatly in the meetings, for vol- 
unteers to do this work. 

So many responded that the pastor

was overcome with emotion and joy, 


feeling it to be a high water..mark in 


his ministry, 


These people’then started out with 
the names of the unsaved;——not to in- 
vite them to join the Church, or even 
to. attend the revival services, but to 
accept Christ. 


The reaction on the Christian 
workers themselves was most marked. 
‘The remark that heads this little mes- 
sage sums up the principal effect this 
work hadon them. It was the begin- 
ning of experiences that many of them 
had never known were possible in the 
Christian life. 


And the effect on the unsaved was 
inevitable. As these consecrated Chris- 
tians went everywhere like fire brands, 
setting things on fire for God, a great 
number of the unsaved were brought 
under conviction of the Holy Spirit, 
came to the meetings and accepted 
Christ. 


It is almost useless to invite the un- 
saved to come to church when they are 
not under conviction of sin. It is dif- 
ficult to keep them away from church 
when they are under conviction. And 
so the secret of getting the lost to at- 
tend church is to: go into their homes 
and preach Christ to them, until they 
are under conviction of sin. 


But this house-to-house work did 
not stop when the meetings did. The 
districts laid out for the census workers 
were made permanent, and the volun- 
teer personal workers allocated to the 
various districts, with a leader over 
each district, and a chairman over the 
whole organization, to continue this 
lay evangelism as the permanent pro- 
gram of the church. 


It is not surprising, therefore, that the 
pastor reported that at the end of six 
weeks after the meetings had closed, 
forty-nine had been led to accept 
Christ in their own homes, and had 
joined various churches of the city, 
and that fifty-seven had been converted 
at the end-of ten weeks, with this 
method of work strongly established 
in the church as their permanent pro- 
gram. 


This is not the only evangelistic 
campaign that this evangelist has con- 
ducted by this program. This is the 
regular method used by Dr. J. E. 
Conant, field evangelist and Bible 
teacher of the Moody Bible Institute 


| Extension Staff, and in many of his 


campaigns most remarkable manifes- 


| tations of the power of God have been 


evidenced both in reviving the church 
and saving the lost.

Marion . Lawrance—A Memorial 
Biography. By His Son Harold G. Law- 
rence. (Fleming H. Revell Co. New 
York, $4). No man of our time has 
been so widely known among Sunday- 
school workers, the world around, as 
Marion Lawrance. He was widely 


known, not merely because he traveled 


so constantly and extensively in the vari- 
ous fields of organized Sunday-school 
work, but because he had certain qualities 
of personality that endéared him to 
others, and which gave him access to per- 
sons in every walk of life. 

This memorial biography of Mr. Law- 
rance, by his son Harold G. Lawrance, is 
a minute and thorough study of person- 
ality. It explains Mr. Lawrance. It gives 
the reader an intimate view of the cause§ 
that led to his world-wide Sunday-school 
work from the time of his boyhood, with 
all the providential leadings that. gave 
him his foremost place among the Sun- 
day-school men of our day. It is this ex- 
planatory and analytical quality of the 
biography that gives it suggestive value, 
especially to every Christian worker who 
is sensitive to ways in which God’s lead- 
ings are expressed, and who desires to 
come into the largest-possible usefulness 
for the Lord. For Marion Lawrance com- 
bined in his character and personality 
qualities that gave him a peculiar fitness 
for pre-eminent usefulness in the modern 
development of the Sunday-school. 

The deliberate and very full pages of 

the biography bring together stories of 
Mr. Lawrance’s boyhood, his early Chris- 
tian experience, the beginnings and con- 
tinuance of his business life, his entrance 
into local Sunday-school work, and then 
gradually, through one door after an- 
other, his acceptance by the Sunday- 
school at large as the acknowledged 
leader, not only in this qountry but in 
other lands, wherever his influence had 
extended. 
- Dr. Hugh S. Magill, in his Introduc- 
tion to the biography, ‘well says that “the 
power and influence of the life of Marion 
Lawrance emanated from the qualities of 
his personality,— love, faith, gentleness, 
sincerity, consecration.” All of these qual- 
ities are illustrated in this elaborate bio- 
graphical study with great detail, and 
with the loving touch of a son. But the 
son does not at all trust his own point 
of view to reveal the man that his father 
was, for the author of the biography has 
sifted from.an immense quantity of mate- 
rial many estimates of others concerning 
his father. Light is thrown upon Marion 
Lawrance’s beautiful home life, and the 
highly personal and remarkably detailed 
and thorough work in the Sunday-school 
in Toledo, which came to be called the 
Marica Lawrance Sunday School. 

One chapter on Mr. Lawrance’s state- 
wide work in Ohio is contributed by Dr. 
Joseph Clark, with intimate knowledge of 
the circumstances, and significance of that 
work, since Dr. Clark was Mr. Law- 
rance’s successor as State General Secre- 
tary of the Ohio Sunday School Associa- 
tion. Another chapter is contributed by 
the Rev. E. Morris Fergusson, on “Marion 
Lawrance’s Place in Sunday School As- 
sociation History,” —a careful, historical 
estimate of the great Sunday-school 
leader’s pivotal place in various important 
Sunday-school _movements,—a subject 
with which Dr. Fergusson is so well-quali- 
fied to deal, by reason of his personal 
knowledge of the field of organized Sun- 
day-school work over the course of many 
years. - 

The volume is sufficiently illustrated 
with portraits and scenes having to do 
with Mr. Lawrance’s experiencés at home 
and abroad. Asa whole, the biography 
is one for leisurely reading, as one might 
proceed to become acquainted with an in- 
creasingly attractive ~personality from 
many angles. It is a book that willbe 
highly rewarding as a character study of 
the life of a man whom God greatly used.

“d Y HERE were ninety and nine —” the 
sound of a clear girlish voice came 
faintly from the direction of the bush 
road, over the small clearing to where 
Mrs. Cunningham peeled potatoes on the 
steps, and she smiled softly.

What opportunities for education does 
America offer immigrants? 


What difficulties do new immigrants face? 


or owes a great debt to immi- 
% grants. When the word immigrant 
is used, too often we think of a man 
and wife with their large family and 
many bundles that we may have seen com- 
ing from steamer or frain in some of our 
large cities, dressed in queer looking 
clothes, frightened and helpless in a 
strange land. Yet the word immigrant 
should also bring to our minds some 
well-known names in our national life. 
In the field of science it should ‘suggest 
to us Charles Steinmetz, the electrical 
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wizard. In the field of journalism the 
word immigrant should bring. to our 
minds Edward Bok, and in the field of 
music we might think of Madam Schu- 
mann-Heink and Leopold Stokowski. All 
these and many others have come from 
foreign shores to dwell in our land, yet 
have become so much a part of Amer- 
ican life that we often overlook the fact 
that once they were immigrants. 


One of the wonders of modern times 
is the rapidity with which immigrants 
adjust themselves to the new conditions 
in America. Rarely does it take more 
than one generation to blend an immi- 
grant family into the life of the country. 
The marveious advantages of education 
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that are thrown open to immigrant chil- 
dren and even to older immigrants make 
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this possible. But what of their religious 
fand moral assimilation? All too often 
this side is lost sight of, and the new- 
comers go on with their old superstitious 
beliefs, and often with their radical ideas 
and perverted moral standards, with the 
result that our crime records show an 
alarming percentage of foreign-born, or 
descendants of foreign-born.

Whose is the responsibility? The Lord 
Jesus Christ said, “Go ye into/all the 
world, and preach the gospel to every 
creature” (Mark 16:15), and he makes it 
possible for us not only to take the Gos- 
pel to foreign lands, but he brings the 
foreigners to our\ very doors that they 
might learn of us the way of life. Are we 
as American citizens discharging our re- 
sponsibility by giving to these new- 
comers the Word of and living be- 
fore them true Christian lives? 

It is goou to know that there are many 
organizations that are already undertak- 
ing work among the immigrants. Not- 
able among these is the New York Bible 
Society. .Many of the immigrants that 
pass through Ellis Island, the great New 
York immigrant station, receive either a 
Gospel, a New Testament, or a Bible in 
their own language.

A Russian ex-general who was 
given a copy of the New Testament ex- 
pressed profusely his. gratitude for the 
kind work done amongthe immigrants 
at Ellis Wsland. He added, “It is a proof 
of genuine Christianity on thé.part of 
the American people.”. A young Scotch 
git! came to thank one of the workers 
for a New Testament that had been given 
her and for the advice she had received 
during the four weeks she was at Ellis 
Island. She said that the first two days 
of her detention seemed almost unendur- 
able, but affer she had received the New 


‘Testament, and began reading, her trou- 


bles seemed to vanish. Gospel services 
are held regularly among the immigrants 
under detention. 


In many of the large cities, missions 
are maintained for those of foreign birth. 
Ofttimes the messages are*given and the 
hymns are sung in their native tongue. 
Many of these missions offer opportu- 
nities for Young People’s Societies to 
take a definite part in work among our 
new Americans. Cemmunicate with the 
Board of Home Missions of your denom- 
ination, and inquire as to what missions 
are near-by where you may offer contri- 
butions of time, money, or service, Even 
when the services kg conducted in ve 
foreign language, the testimony in_son 

that Cari be rendered by a group of Chris- 
tian young folks is one that will be appre- 
ciated by many of the missions, and will 
encourage and help the workers. 


What about the foreigners in your own 
immediate community? If there is no 
mission work being done among them, 
why not have your Young People’s So- 
ciety undertake a once-a-week prayer 
service? Consult your pastor about this 
work and he will be able to put you in 
touch with those who know the need and 
the possibilities. .
